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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the rearrangement of parts 
rationale (MPEP 2144.04(VI)(C)) is not applicable to the instant invention. The examiner disagrees. Applicant asserts that "[t]he prior art 
must provide a motivation or reason for the worker in the art ... to make the necessary changes in the reference device." Ida teaches a 
two belt system, for forming plate polymers. When applying the laser monitoring system of Nishi, one in the art would be motivated to 
locate the device emitting device on the side of the raw material because the belts above and below the raw material prevent the function of 
the laser monitoring device, namely monitoring the dimensions of the plate. Thus, a motivation to make the changes in the reference 
exists. 

Applicant argues that Ida and Nishi are not combinable because Ida uses gaskets to ensure the proper height rendering the measurements 
unnecessary. The examiner disagrees. The laser measures dimensions other than the height of the product. Further, despite the 
existence of gaskets, molding processes require dimensional quality control to ensure the products have the proper size, and a laser 
provides accurate dimensional measurement to ensure the desired product dimensions (paragraph 0020 of Nishi). 
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
